1, Subject was present at a party ^iven at the Ukrainian Mission 
to the U.N, on the 18ii of November 1969« Tiie pai-ty began at 6i30 
P.iM, and consisted of movies from the Ukraine dealing with 
Ukrtiirian Kjdfcxts* culture, Pir'esent at the party were also the 
following individuals who were invited by Subject iPWiss, Kl-iOD 
(fnu) address: 2081 V 3 rse Ave, Bronx New Yorkj Miss, PASTUSENKO 
(fnu and addi'ess unknown) and i*iss, Christine HORDIENKO, Present 
from among the niembers of the Ukrainian Mission were; BATIUK Victor, 
IvlAZUR Valin, KORNIENKO (fnu) KRAVETS Petro, BIL0K0T.4JS Dmitro and 
others. Also present were members of the League of American 
Ukrainians, The party consisted not only of movies, but afterwards 
drinks were served and private discussions were held. 

2, Subject was with MAZUR Valin most of the party, Mazur stated 
to Subject that he was born in 1931 in the city of Vinnitsia, 
Ulcraine, KRAVETS asked the students present if they knew anything 
about the expulsion of BEREZNlfJSKY Ivan of Philadelphia, from 
the Ukraine last summer, KRAVETS gave the impression that he was 
angered by the expulsion, saying that this was a foolish move on 
the part of Soviet authorities, especially this past su-.mer, 

3, BATIUK mentioned that the group of tourists from the Ukraine 
had not arrived in the US as of yet, but he mentioned to Subject 
the possibility of arranging a meeting with them when they do 
arrive, BATIUK seemed to be sad during the party, and did not 
talk to Subject at any great lengib, 

4, Subject mentioned to Source that he would like to arrange a 
meeting with members of the Mission at a restaurant in the near 
future, 
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
